The subject of Missions is one of special importance. 

And as we are wop to apply it to the spreading ami in- 
fusing of the Gospel f our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, 
we should, of course, ive in the most Intense and prayerful 
consideration. 

For us merely to read and adopt reports on missions, with- 
out entering into the ^oirit of the subject, and thereby evolve 
.such ideas as would m ^e us morefully determined to ndvance 
the cause of Christ, ve think would be useless labor. 

In order that a CI ttian may enter into the spirit of mis- 

hich we relate, we would say, let liim 
ublime charges which Christ delivered 
ores, * 4 Go* ye into all the world and 
every creature, a id he that believeth 
and is baptised shall i -3 saved. .and he that believeth not fhall 
be damned;" for heivin is contained the spirit of this won- 
derful work, as is fowid nowhere else. 

This is the broadest and most' spiritual statement of our 
duty as Christ's Church anywhere to be found. 

.My Christian brother, let me ask you. therefore, to lift 
your eyes upon the whole earth, and behold it as the 
field that God, by his Son, ha» charged you to cultivate. 

You cannot avoid it ! God has charged you by his ever- 
lasting gospel to go to every part of it, while the world 
stands, and tbat for the purpose of declaring the gospel to 
all people. You may not do it ; you may refuse. Perhaps 
He will suffer you and allow it. But still the command is 
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upon you. You may write and adopt reports, and yet do 
nothing. God may allow thi*. He has allowed it! But 
yet the mighty command hangs over you. 

Will you dare disobey what God commands? Some have ; 
some do. Row is it with you? We asked you to lift your 
eyes upon the broad earth, to see it as the territory upon 
which the command bears. Will you now behold God's min- 
isters — the men whom he has called to go into all lands to 
preach His gospel — and beholfr" them to ham that they are 
His Missionaries by whom he would have the gospel preached 
to all people, ; and hear God virtually say, day by day, and 
year by year, and age after age, " Separate these men unto 
the work whereunto 1 have catted them ?" Will you do this '( 
If you will you are an obedient and faithful church. You 
might then claim to be Missionary churches ; but if you will 
not, we think you are neglectful and disobedient servants. 
You may fail to send these servants of God to the field of 
labor to*which He tells you ; you may lea ve them entangled 
with the plow, the store room*, the school room, the law, or 
with debt which they hav* been forced to make by specula- 
tors and extortioners, who were members of your own church- 
es perhaps. 

God may allow it. He has allowed it. But still the com- 
mand, " Separate unto me Paul and Barnabas' will hang 
over you ? What have you done, my brother? What have 
you done, dear Churches of Christ ? tf hat have you done. 
Carey Association ? namesake of the immortal Carey, we 
ask again, what have you done? Let us ask further, and to 
conclude, what will you do ? Not what will you write, but 
WHAT WILL you do ? J. P. SHAFER, )

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CONSTITUTION, 

Adopted by the Carey Baptist Association, at Organization, 

October 250, 1865, 

We, the Churches of Jesus Christ, who have been regu'arly baptized 
upon a profession of our faith, ace convinced, from a series of exper- 
ience, of the necessity of a combination of churches, and of maintain- 
ing a correspondence for the preservation of a federal union amongst 
all the churches of the Mime lafttt and order. And, as we are con- 
vinced that there are a number of Baptist Churches who differ from us 
in faith and practice, and that it is impossible to have communion 
where there is no union, we think it our duty to set forth atxracise 
declaration of the faith and order upon which we intend to associate. 
whieh is as follows : . 



\ 
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1st. We believe in one only t rue and living God ; and that there are 
three persons in the GodheacNfjihe Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit— and yet there are not three Gods, but one God. 

2d. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
are the Word of God, and tee only rale of faith and practice. 

3d. We believe in *he doctrine, of eternal and particular election. 

4th. We believe the dot-trine of original sin. and the impoteney of 
uaar. to recover himself from the fallen state he is in by his own free 
will and ability 

5th. We believe that sinner* are justified in the sight of Gfed only by 
the imputed righteousness of Jesus Christ 

6th. We believe 4 T«d"s elect sktt) be called, regenenerated. arid sanc- 
tified by the Holy Ghost , and that the °aints shall persevere in srra&v 
and never finally fell away. ._ 

7th. We believe thai baptism* and the- Lord's Sapper are ordinances' 
of Jesus Christ ; and that true believers are the only proper subjects of 
the ordinances ; and that immersion only is baptism. 

8th. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, and a" general judg- 
ment, and that the punishment fl#*dte wicked will be everlasting, and 
the joys of the righteous will be eternal. 

9th. We believe no Minister has a right to administer the ordinances. 
only such as are called of God, and come under the imposition of hands 
by a presbytery, and are in fellowship in the ehur h of which they are 
members.

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Rales of Decorum. 

1. The Association >hall be opened and dosed by singing and prayer. 

2. Call lor letters from the chyrcbes. and enroll the names of del- 
egates. 

3. Proceed to the election of Moderator and Clerk. 

4. Call for petitionary letters from churches desiring admission inte 
this body. _ 

5. Appoint Committees on Preaching, Business and finance. 

6. Receive Correspondence.

members, and, in general, to perform all tho duties incumbent on a 
presiding officer. 

Duty •! lite Clerk. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of this Association to keep a 
tair record of its proceedings, to notify committees of their appoint- 
ment, and to preserve the papers belonging to the Association, and to 
attend to the printing and distribution of the Minutes; for which he 
•hall receive a reasonable compensation. 

Duty of 9$*m*er*. 

9. Any member rising to apeak shall address the Moderator. 

10. Members shall confine themselves in speaking to the subject un- 
der discussion. 

1 1. No member shall speak more than thrice upon the same subject, 
without permission from the Association. 

12. No member will be permitted to indulge in talking or whispering, 
or any indecorous conduct to the annoyance of the body in time of pub- 
lic debate. 

13. No member shall absent himself from the body without permis- 
sion from the Moderator. 

14. These Rules may be altered or amended by a majority o J the 
members of this body at a regular season. .
